"Around the first part of September, 1958,[ ^ ]|recommended 
to me that it might be easier to obtain merchandise on credit 
Af we nad a few credit references. For that purpose I was 
aware that[  |using a fictitious name and representing 

a fictitious company obtained mail receiving privileges at 

two places in Milwaukee. The purpose of ‘use of 
two assumed names on representing himself as a representative 
of two assumed companies was. for using these companies! 
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identities as credit references in the event prospective suppliers 


would require references prior to shipping merchandise. I did 
not use the name of these two companies in replying to letter 
inquiries of prospective suppliers. 


"During the month of September, large quantities of merchandise 
were coming into the Scanlon warehouse in West Allis, Wisconsin, 


and it seemed ‘that everything that was ordered was being shipped. 


Since it looked as though there would be no trouble with. Ed 
and Irving in Cleveland, more trucks were loaded and shipped 
to E.& A Sales and soon the merchandise shipped to Cleveland 
totaled.approximately $50,000.00. Also during September, 
and I drove to Gene Gillis! home at Glencoe, Illinois.

Riss and Company invoices as compared to the quantity of 
cartons specified on the handwritten Beverly Company invoice 
that his only explanation was that the merchandise when 
actually delivered to him involved a greater number of cartons 
than described on the invoice because the materials were 

not packed and forwarded as originally indicated on the invoice 
when it was written by JACK SHUBOW. MARKIN advised that he 
could not specifically recall all items in which there were 
carton differences; however, he did recall relative to item 

2 on the invoice in the amount of $133,20 pertaining to 72 
soldiers lamps, alleged to be packed in 6 cartons, that the 
lamps had actually been delivered in their individual cartons 
which would account for a difference of 66 items in 
connection with this one commodity. He advised that he also 
recalled relative to the alleged 2 cartons of sport shirts 
totaling $172.50 that the 69 shirts were actually packed 


three to a cardboard carton and each group of four cartons 
was tied together with a string which resulted in approximately 


six packages. He also observed that since the individual 
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cartons were countable even though tied together four in
